BEING PROBED

Edwin Hawley and. Frank Fay on 
Trial in New ‘York—Dealings 
Involving Cotton Trader of : 
$250,000 Admitted 
by Hawley. 


New York, April !.—The examination in 
which ‘Bdwin Hawley, the president of the 
Iowa Centra! railroad and the Minneapo- 
lis and St. Louis railroad, and Frank Ray, 
head of severa] latge tobacco companies, 
tWealleged partner of Danie] J. Sully in 
his cotton operations, are to be questioned, 
begun today before United States Com- 
missioner Alexander. re. 

To ascertain fully whether or not Haw- 
ley and Ray were practically Sully’s 
partners, is the object of the examination, 
and Commissioner Alexander was appoint- 
ed by Judge Holt to act as a special ex- 
aminer in the case. Receivers Henry W. 
Taft and David H. Miller procured the 
order from Judge Holt, of the United 
States district court, requiring Hawley 
and Ray not only to appear today before 
the special examiner, but to take to the 
examination room all their books and pa- 
pers that would disclose exactly what 
were their relations to Mr. Sully. Former 
Secretary of War Elihu Root wag re- 
taineg to question Mr. Hawley and Mr. 
Ray. At the opening of the examina- 
tion, Mr. Alexander ruled thait the exam- 
ination would not partake of a litigated 
proceeding. 

Hawley Placed on Stand. 

Mr. Hawley was tthen called and his 
examination was begun by Mr. Ray. 
Just at this time Mr. Sully entered the 
room and took a seat near the lawyer’s 
table. 

Mr. Hawley gave his occupation as that 
of railroad officer and on further ques- 
tioning stated thait he is now president 
of the Iowa Centra] and Minnegqpolis and 
St. Louis railways and partner in the 
stock exchange firm_of Hawley and Davis. 
He téstified that his business relaticns 
with Sully & Co. began in December, last 
and ended March 18. 

Mr. Hawley’s testimony did not proceed 
very far before his counsel, Mr. Davies, 
took exception to Mr. Root’s line of exam- 
ination. Mr. Davies declared, -however, 


that his client had nothing to conceal and 


would not answer al] questions touching 
on hig relations with Sully & Co., or Mr. 
Sully personally. Mr. Hawley said he 
kept no special record of his cotton oper- 
ations, relying chiefly on the stateménts 
he received from Sully & Co., following a 
purchase or sale. 

At the request of Mr. Root, Hawley’s 
lawyers produced a batch of these state- 
ments. They showed that on December 
4, 1903, 10,000 bales of cotton were 
were bought and sold for account of E. 
Hawley and D. J. Sully, jointly, and on 
December 13, 1,900 bales bought and sold 
for same account. There Was also simi- 
lar transactions on a smaller scale for 
December 23 and 27, and then came a 
number of statements of various dates in 
January, all representing heavy trans- 
actions in cotton for Hawley’s account. 
Mr. Root read from a statement showing 
that in one particular transaction Messrs, 
Hawley and Sully had divided profits of 
$90,440. 

Heavy Deals in Cotton. 

Mr. Root read from other statements 
bearing February dates. In these pur- 
chases or sales ran from a few hundred 
bales of qotton up to almost 10,000 bales. 
Mr. Root next read from a long slip of 
paper a statement of cotton transactions 
bearing the names of Messrs. Hawley ano 
Sully and Ray. He wanted to know 
whether or not if this paper represented 
the joint transactions of the parties nam. 
ed, but Mr. Hawley said he did not 
knqw. 

Mr. Sully, it was brought out, used 
to itake his own share of the profits before 
sending Mr. Hawley his share. A num- 
ber of “joint three’’ accounts (Hawley, 
Sully and Ray) for the latter part of Feb- 
ruary, nearly all representing heavy 
sales, were next read off by Mr. Root. 

Hawley’s. lawyers had in court some 
half a dozen packages containing the 
memoranda of the transactions between 
Sully & Co., and Messrs. Hawley and Ray. 
Another package was reported to be miss- 
ing. . 

Mr. Hawley said there were other trans-

000.more soldiers than were needed. He 
did not bel*eve In putting any more men 
on a war footing.

resulted within forty minutes after- 
wards. 
The executive officer of the ship was 
passing the door of Commander War- 
burton when he was startled by the re- 
port of a revolver within. 
The bullet passed through the brain, 
came through the door, and struck the 
rail of the ship, barely missing the ex- 
ecutive officer. 
The latter notified the other officers, 
anh@ the door of the comander'’s cabin 
was forced open. He was lying on the 
floor in a pool of blood and the revolver 
was dyed red and grasped in his might, 
hand. 
No cause is knawn for the officer com- 
mitting the rash act. He appeared to 
be in the best of health and sepirts, 
and within a few weeks would have been 
assigned to shore liberty. Many of the 
officerg believe that his death was tne re- 
sult of an accident and tliat the com- 
mander did not suicide, 
Commander Warburton had been chief 
engineer of the Maine since that vessel 
was placed in commission, He was 
formerly on the Indiana. 

The body will be shipped to .Philadel- 
phia, where his wife ——s *omor- 
row.

DECOY LETTER 
TRAPS DANIEL 


Sensational Case at Bremen 
Results in Defendant's 
Conviction. 


Buchanan, Ga., April 1.—(Special.j— 
Haralson superior court has been in ses- 
sion for the last two weeks, the present 
week being de¥oted to the trial of crim!- 
nal cases. The case of the state against 
E. N. Daniel, who was charged with as- 
sault and battery on Mrs. Z. L. Witcher, 
at Bremen, Ga., on the 29th day of 
last October, was put on trial yesterday 
and resulted in a verdict of guilty being 
rendered by the jury at about | o’clock 
this *morning after being out about six 
hours. 

The facts of this case were published 
in The Constitytion at the time and the 
evidence given in the trial tended to show 
that Mrs, Witcher, who was doing a 
small business at Bremen, found an 
anonymous letter at her door making 
{mproper proposals and asking that 1% 
reply be put under-the steps of her store 
door by the following night. Mrs. 
Witcher consulted with her friends and 
it was arranged for a decov letter to 
be placed as suggested, which was done, 
and on the night following the defendant 
came to her place of business and as 
the prosecition claims pushed the door 
cpen and took hold of Mrs. Witcher, sav- 
ing he was the writer of the letter and 
supposed everything was all right. “It 
had been arranged for Mrs. Witcher to 
give a signal by which one of her friends 
who was concealed nearby undefstood he 
was to go for the marshal. When the 
marshai arrived he found the defendant 
sitting by the fire in the store room. He 
was at once taken into custody and was, 
on a preliminary trial, bound over to 
the superior court. 

The defendant claims he was not the 
writer of the letter and only went to the 
store for the pfrpose of making some 
purchases, and, noéy being waited on at 
once, took a seat by the fire. The state 
submitted expert proof on handwriting 
to show that Daniel wrote the letter. 
The defense attacked the character of 
Mrs. Witcher for truth and veracity, but 
on this point was somewhat overwhelmed 
by proof sustaining her character. The 
defendant was fined by Judge Bartlett 
$500 or twelve months in the chaingang. 
The defendant has moved for a new trial.

Oregon Express “Held Up in 
California, 


When O’Neil Refused To Open Ex- 
press Car Robbers Used Dyna- 
mite and Killed O’Neil in 
Cold Blood—Amount Se- 
cured Unknown. 


Sacramento, Cal., April 1.—Three mask- 
ed men have held up the Oregon Express, 
southbound, on the Southern Pacific rail- 
road at Copley, near Keswig, killed W. J. 
O’Neil, the express messenger, and car- 
ried off the contents of the express box. 

The train stopped at Copley, a small 
station, for water, when three men jump- 
ed on and cut the train in two, taking 
the engine and express car down the 
track a short distance. They stopped 
the engine and demanded that Messen- 
ger O'Neil open ‘tHe express car. He 
refused, whereupon they blew up the 
car with dynamite and deliberately killed 
O’Neil by shooting him through the 
head. The bafdits then robbed the car 
of its contents, but it is not known how 
much they obtained. 

After robbing the express car the men 
cut the car loose and getting on the en- 
gine, compelled Engineer Joe Link to go 
ahead. When near Keswig the men drop- 
ped off the engine and disappeared. 

Engineer Tells of Hold-Up. 


Redding, Cal., April 1.—Engineer J. F. 
Joesink has reached here with his light 
engine to take sheriff Richardson and a 
posse of eight men. Mr. Joesink says that 
after stopping the train at Copley the 
noise of drawing water drowned the 
noise of shots that must have been fired 
in the express car, as \W. J. O’Nelll, the 
messenger, was killed by bullets.

The Chronicle thinks there has been 
a wonderful reaction with relation to 
human rights and human equality 
since the day when the emancipated 
slaves were clothed with citizenship 
and given the ballot. 

On the theory, we resume, that 
“God helps those who help them- 
selves,” our Chicago contemporary 
seems to feel keenly the passive and 
invertebrate moral and intellectual, 
and, perhaps, physical, attitude of the 
negro toward his ogpressors, both 
with reference to the elective fran- 
chise and lynch law. The Chronicle 
says: 

The men who dominated the reconstruc- 
tion period and by main strength elevated 
the negTo as a race to a position for which 
he was never fitted would be amazed, if 
living ttoday, to see him disfranchised in 
many of the states where he is most 
numerous without so much as making a 
protest. 

Probably such a disillusionment, nation- 
al in its scope, never was witnessed any- 
where on earth before. It is not neces- 
sary to recount the hopes thait were cen- 
tered in the freeman by the enthusiasts 
who made him a citizen. He was expect- 
ed to take care Of himself and of the po- 
litica] party which, in Phe face of pro- 
tests and warnings, had clothed him witn 
political rights. -He did neither. He did 
rothing for himself and little for his 
party. ‘ 

For our part, we cannot compre- 
hend why any well-informed paper— 
particularly a democratic paper— 
should refer to the negro in the south, 
in the wholesale race sense, as “dis- 
franchised.” Negroes are disfran- 
chised in certain southern states, but 
not “the negro.”” The extent to which 
members of the race are deprived of 
the responsible privilege of suffrage 
in any of the states which have dis- 
franchised illiterates can be estimat- 
ed, and only properly estimated, by 
recourse to the statistics of illiteracy 
in the colored population column of 
these states. Negro illiteracy is not 
such a wholesale thing as to disfran- 
chise a race as a race. The negro, 
be it said to his credit, has made real- 
ly remarkable advancement educa- 
tionally from unlettered slavery, and 
the percentage of negroes who have 
acquired a comimon school education 
is by no means insignificant. The 
southern states that have amended 
their constitutions on an educational 
basis contain thousands of negroes 
eligible to vote, and if they do not 
elect to exercise the privilege, the 
state is.not responsible for their lack 
of proper civic spirit. The fact that 
many of the eligible ones do not vote

BURTON’S APPEAL DELAYED. 


Plea for Rehearing Must Lay Over 
Until September. 

St. Louis, April 1.—The case of United 
States Senator Burton, of Kansas, con- 
victed of having accepted payment from 
the Rialto Grain and Securities Company 
for representihg the company’s interest 
before the postoffice department cannot 
go before the United States circuit-court 
of appeals at St. Paul on appeal for re- 
hearing during its May term as the bill 
of exceptions was not filed today by Bur- 
ton’s counsel, and this was the last day 
for filing the bill to enable the case to 
be heard at St. Paul.

possessing frankness, humor, courtesy, 
yea, the aristocracy of manners, and a 
charm of personality peculiarly his own, 
and a faculty for destroying ancient pre- 
judices and healing sectional wounds and 
old antagonisms. I am truly sorry that 


men of his ilk and stamp are rare in our 
nation today. Such noble characteristics 


and charm of personality should be emu- 
lated. Georgia, especially the ‘Gate 
City,’ has cause and reason to be proud 
of two of her noble sons, Henry Woodfin 
Grady and John Brown Gordon, Al- 
though they have passed into the ‘great 
beyond’ no memorial can indicate their 
loss tothe south and the nation, nor the 
strong hold they had upon the hearts of 
the southern people. 

“And although my lot is cast in this 
far Pacific coast state, on the picket line, 
as it were, so far am I from the dear Old

-—LFT EMBARGO 


County Democratic Executive 
Commiitee Meets To-Day 


A Majority: of the Entire Committee 
Has Asked for Reconsideration 
of oFrmer Action Regarding 
Senatorship Race in 
This District. 


The county democratic executive com- 
mittee will meet this afternoon at 3 
o'clock to consider the district senatorial 
matter. 

The meeting is called as the result of 
the signature of the names of a majority 
of the entire committee to a petition 
aSking a reconsideration of the action of 
the former meeting of the committee, in 
which this county was committed to the 
proposition that it was Clayton county’s 
time for the senatorship. 

It will be recalled that at the last meet- 
ing of the committee this resolution was 
debated with great spirit and the action 
of the committee was taken by a majority 
of one vote. 

Today’s meeting of the committee will 
no doubt be an interesting one and if the 
last action is reversed, as now seems 
probable, the fight will become an open 
one between Mr. Blalock, of Clayton, 
and Mr. Blair, of Cobb. The district sen- 
atorial executive committee has vee. call. 
ed to meet on Wednesday, the 6th In- 
stant, and it will then call for the district 
convention to nominate a senator. 

If today’s county executive committee 
meeting removes the embargo placed on 
the Fulton county vote the senatorial ex- 
ecutive committee will no doubt order a 
genera] primary in which Cobb and Clay- 
ton counties will settle the claim to the 
senatorship. 

The call for the meeting today waa 
issued on Thursday by Hon. Nym Mce- 
Cullough, chairman of the democratic 
executive committee of Fulton county, the 
call befng issued after a petition signed 
by a majority of the county committee 
had been presented to him. 

On the same day, Thursday, Hon. Clar- 
ence E. Moore, chairman of the demo- 
cratic executive conmimittee for the thir- 
ty-fifth senatorial district, issued a call 
for a meeting of that body to ne held at 
the Kimball house at noon on Wednes- 
day, 

Mr. Moore had been informed of ‘the 
petition presented fo Mr. McCullough and 
in an interview he gave out on Thursday 
evening he recited the history of the con- 
vention of the thirty-fifth district fixing 
the rotation system, and stated positive- 
ly that under’ that system no candidate 
but one from Cobb county could be con. 
sidered in this campaign. 

He stated. further that the matter was 
one which the Fulton county committee 
had no jurisdiction or control over and 
that not only the call for the senatorial 
primaries, but the fixing of rules to gOvV- 
ern those elections was the province of 
the district committee alone. 

The action of the county committee to- 
day will be awaited with interest, .as it is 
expected that the recent action of that 
body will be rescinded, leaving the way 
clear for the district committee, at its 
meeting next Wednesday, to cal] the pri- 
mary and fix the rules for governing it, 
which means that a manifesto wil] be js- 
sued declaring Cobb county candidates 


the only ones eligible in the appréaching 
primary.
